LONDON, Nov. 2—On the fighting fronts important successes 
have been obtained by the French im the region of Fort Vaux, north- 
east of Verdun; by the Italians in a further push forward in the Gor- 
izia and Carso sectors, through which they are trying to reach Trieste ; 
and by the Germans in Volhynia near Witoniez, where Russian posi- 
tions were stormed and captured, and 22 officers and 1,508 men were 
made prisoners, rk | | | 

The Transylvania theatre is witnessing a continuation of the ad- 
vance of the Austro-Germans south of the Rothenthurm Pass, while in 
the Jiul Valley the Roumanians are keeping up their pursuit of the 
Teutons. There is no news concerning the operations in Dobrudja, 
except the statement that the Russo-Roumanian advance guards ‘are 
reconnoitring and that Constanza has been shelled from the sea, but 
without success, 

Although the Berlin war office has officially announced that the 
Germans have evacuated Fort Vaux, thus placing this important stra- 
tegic point once more in the hands of the French, the Paris war office 
as yet has made no mention of this fact. 

Kast of Gorizia and on the Carso plateau, near Vallone, the Itali- 
ans, after violent artillery preparation, attacked the Austrian line 
and, despite the resistance of the Austrians, captured in the former 
sector the eastern slopes of Tivoli and San Marco, and heights east of 
the Sober. On the Carso plateau several wooded hills were taken and 
an advanco of two-thirds of a mile was made to the west of Segiti. 
During the fighting 4,731 Austrians were made prisoner and six guns, 
numerous machine guns and other war material, were captured,

GERMANS TELL 
OF EVACUATION 
OF FORT VAUX 


Say That Withdrawal Was Made 
| As Result of Pre-arranged 
Plans

Forts Dquaumont and Vaux, it was 
explained, ‘formed such a material 
element in the defense of Verdun, so 
long as they remained with unim- 
paired armament in French hands, 
that they had to be put out of action 
in order to cripple the fortress, and 
once this was accomplished the ruins 
of the forts, with the armaments pe- 
moved, possessed no such importance 
to the Germans, and served chiefly as 
turgets for the French artillery. 

Now that Fort Douaumont has pass- 
ed again into French possession, Fort 
Vaux no longer, in the opinion of the 
German leaders, justified the heavy 
sacrifices necessary to. retain the 
ground about the fort, Which is all 
adapted to defense against attacks 
from the south and west. Fort Vaux 
was therefore abandoned and the Ger-

SUBJECT OF HON. MR. MARSHALL 


Tells South Side Liberals That Fight in Canada Against Protection

Selecting “Free Trade and Protec- 
tion” as the topic of his address at the

A. W. FOLEY SPEAKS 
ON POULTRY PROFITS 


Addresses Regular Meeting of the 
Poultry and Pet Stock Assn. 
Last Night 


A. large crowd attended the meeting 
of the Edmonton Poultry and Pet 
Stock Association, which was held in 
the Williamson Building last night at 
8 o'clock. <A. W. Foley, government 
pouitry superintendent, spoke in con- 
nection with the results the egg 
laying contest, which has just closed 
at the Government Poultry Farm, 
South Side. The results of this con- 
test have proved fully, that in spite of 
the increased cost of all feed, poultry- 
keeping, from a commercial stand- 
point, is a profitable business, the 
average profit per bird for the eleven 
months being $2.22, while the highest 
individual hen returned a profit of 
$5.67. 

Another noticeable feature was the 
fact that although two hens in the 
contest laid exactiy the same number 
of eggs, the returns for one consider- 
ably exceeded the other, due to the 
fact that more eggs were laid by the 
first hen whilst eggs were high priced. 
The three highest pens (5 birds in a 
pen), laid 1,000 or more eggs in the 
eleven months while four others laic 
19@ eggs, and four individual hens 
laid over 200 eggs each, The total re- 
cepits for eggs sold during the contest 
was $484.63; total cost of feed con- 
sumed $177.58, leaving a profit over 
cost of $307.05.

Would Be Struggle in Canada, 

Thére would be a_ struggle in 
Canada, said Mr. Marshall, because of 
the hold protection had on many of 
the people. These people wanted to 
build a tariff wall around the whole 
dountry, not for the benefit of the 
masses of the people, but because 
they wanted to make money out of the 
sweat and toil of the people. It was

‘We want,” he affirmed, 
“to lay the foundation today of the 
government of this country so that 
these peagple can have the greatest 
freedom and the greatest opportunity 
to make good, and that will be by a 
large reduction of the tariff.” 

Extravagance at Ottawa. 

Commenting upon the advice given 
by Sir Thomas White, the finance 
minister, to the people of the Do- 
minion to exercise thrift, he pointed 
out that the consolidated revenue in 
the last year of Liberar rule, 1911, was 
$87,800,000, and that last year, the 
second year of the war, it amounted to 
$135,523,000, exclusive of any expen- 
diture for the war, That was a prac- 
tical example of the economy being 
exercised at Ottawa. Even the money 
to pay the soldiers’ separation allow- 
ances was borrowed, and they and 
their wives would have to pay the 
interest upon it. Then capital expen- 
diture, which in 1911 amounted to 
$30,852,000, had risen in 1915 to $41,- 
447,000, Was it not a strange thing,

BEAVER MAY BE 
HUNTED NORTH OF 
55TH PARALLEL 


Under the provisions of Subsecotion 
4 of Section 6 of the Game Act, an 
order-in-council has been passed per- 
mitting residents of that part of the 
province lying to the north of the 65th 
parallel to hunt and trap beaver be- 
tween the 15th day of December, 
1916, and the 106th of March, 
1917. 

An order-in-council has also been 
passed authorizing the chief game 
guardian to issue permits to all per- 
sons who are suffering damage caus- 
ed by beaver to take, trap or kill such 
animals in that part of the province 
lying south of the 55th parallel; such 
permits to be issued only in cases 
where circumstances warrant it, and 
to be eeffctive only while the pelt of 
the animal is in prime condition. Such 
permits are to be !ssued only to the 
owners or occupants of the land on 
which the animals are found, or to 
some person acting for them, The 
skins of all animals so taken are to be 
properly cared for and inspected by a 
game guardian, and stamped or mark- 
ed with such stamp or mark as may 
be approved of.

MacDonald will be 
found an outline of his policy and the

“T resigned my seat as alderman of 
this city, and I did so for the purpose 
of offering myself as candidate for 
mayor at the coming election, 

“I thought it my duty to do so at 
the eurliest possible moment after the 
first of November, as from and after 
that date the charter provides that 
any vacancy occuring shall be filled at 
the regular election, and in this way 
it saved the necessity of by-election to 
fill my position. 

“I thought it only fair to the public 
that as much time as possible should 
be given them to select alderman can- 
didates on account of the fact that 
three or four of the retiring aldermen 
this year do not intend to offer them- 
selves for re-election.

From Rome comes a report that 
Berlin has returned an évasive 
answer to the Pope’s protests 
against piracy.

Evasion was all 
the United States was able to get 
out of Betlin after a protracted 
correspondence and the threat of 
breaking off relations, or even of 
declaring war. Berlin has no in- 
tention of abandoning submarine 
atrocity save where and when it is 
more dangerous from the military 
standpoint to continue it, Berlin’s 
purpose is to win, and any con- 
cessions made in the way of recog- 
nition of neutral rights or of the 
claims of humanity are contingent 
upon the turn of events, 

A great deal of criticism is being 
bestowed sy farmers who have 
not yet paid for the seed grain 
loaned them by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment a year ago |, spring.

to come Canada will in all likeli- 
hood develop a navy of its own, 
proportioned to the estimated 


needs—it has one now, larger than 
most people imagine, hastily got 
together in the stress of danger. 
In the coming days of larger 
things Canadians who have ‘‘ made 
good’’ on warships in actual war- 
fare will be in line for appoint- 
ment and promotion in the na- 
tional service. © Or, should it come 
about that instead of enlarging its 
present collection of obsolete 
cruisers, submarines, private 
yachts and gasolene boats into a 
real navy, Canada decides to con- 
tribute ships or money to the 
‘British’? navy as a permanent 
policy, Canadians who have done 
their duty and shown capacity 
under Jellicoe will not be over- 
looked when men are being picked 
out by the Admiralty for advance- 
ment. In either event, the young 
Canadian who feels the impulse to- 
ward a naval career should ‘‘ get 
in now.”’

everyone in the country would ‘be 
a contributor. The nearer the 
voluntary system can be brought 
to that standard the better.
